It’s Voting Time..., 
This Time VOTE 


Feb. 27 and 28 are Lago Employee Council election days, Fourteen 
candidates have presented themselves in contest for five positions on 
the Council. Those elected will represent the employees who elected 
them and many more. The many more comprise that part of the elec- 
torate that chooses not to vote. 

Lago employees have the right of representation. But even more 
basic than the actual representation is the right to vote for represen- 
tatives. The members of the Lago Employee Council represent Lago 
employees in matters of wages, hours, benefits and working conditions. 
Council members are neither appointed nor selected by small groups. 
They are elected by Lago employees who exercise their right to vote. 

Those who fail to vote, as did all too many in the last LEC election, 
are still governed by the actions of the elected members. Too often 
dissatisfaction finds voice in the non-voter. He is quick to criticize, 
quick to turn his back on Council activities, quick to note discord 
among representatives. In spite of the grievance he may bear toward 
representative proceedings, and such is to be human and quite natural, 
he fails to use the prime tool in his possession to effect change — his 
ballot. 

Presumably, elected representatives carry the approval of the ma- 
jority. The majority of what, is the question non-voters should ask. 
Success of representatives and the system that gives them office rides 
on the strength of the majority of the employees they represent, not 
the majority of the few who vote. 

One of the main precepts of democratic proceedings, either social or 
industrial, is representation. Representation grants selection and voice. 
It is, in the elected representative, personification of ideals, philoso- 
phies, desires. To allow the election of representatives to fall before 
disuse is to have no choice at all. Pointedly, this is the case of non- 
voters. Of their own volition, non-voters deny themselves the right of 
choice. 

A candidate whose merit is questionable can swing a winning ticket 
with the positive action of a few friends and the defaulting inaction of 
non-voters. This isn’t the theory behind democratic elections. Votes 
should reflect the sympathies of all eligible employees. 





Voting is a privilege, one that some people cherish and others are | 


striving to obtain. Voting for elected representatives as an integral 
part of the entire representation system should not be taken lightly. 
The ballot is a powerful weapon. It should be used whenever the op- 
portunity exists and used wisely. Lago Employee Council constituents 
should not void themselves of the voice they have in their represent- 
ative affairs. Those who do not vote Feb. 27 and 28 are turning their 
back on their own affairs. 
Don’t ignore your own cause. Vote Feb. 27 and 28.

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TSD Engineers 
i'Use Anemometer 
In Harbor Study 


With the closing of the acid con- 
tact plants in Acid and Edeleanu, an 


unusual instrument possibly the 
most unusual in the whole depart- 
ment — came to the end of its use- 


fulness. The subject instrument is an 
anemometer which is used to measure 
the force and direction of the wind. 

During its acid contact plant days, 
the anemometer alerted operators of 
wind shifts toward San Nicolas. They 
then shut down the concentrators so 
that fumes would not drift toward 
the community. Acid and Edeleanu’s 
new fume abatement furnaces have 
eliminated this problem. Hot gases 
are now shot up into the atmosphere 
via a 150-foot stack where they are 
absorbed 

A new use was found for the ane- 
mometer by the Technical Service 
Department. The instrument is now 
located on the Marine Control Tower 
while the recording mechanism is si- 
tuated in one of the Marine Build- 
office rooms. Engineers in TSD 
use daily recordings of harbor 
wind direction and velocity in the 
study of harbor swells which was 
undertaken last year by Professor F. 
Gerritsen of the University of Flo- 
rida. A remedial action to tame 
swells in the harbor is being sought

| today. 

| One dramatic comparison made by 
the Sisters was that when they left 
Aruba there were only two cars on 
the island. One belonged to Dr. G. R. 
Hopkins and the other was owned 
by E. de Veer. 











Lago Products 
Reach Numerous 
World Locations 


While competition has eliminated 
or cut back many of Lago’s far- 
flung markets, refined petroleum 
products from Aruba were shipped to 
more than seventy world locations 
last year. The volume to specific lo- 
cations, particularly northern Euro- 
pean countries, has been reduced by 
national refineries, which, in turn, 
have tarnished slightly some of 
Lago’s international if not continen- 
tal mien. 

The scope of world trade is still 
wide. During 1960 Lago products 
touched South, Central and North 
America, with the United States 
market the largest, Europe, Africa 
and Asia. Product delivery points 
are spread through latitudes from 
arctic outposts in Greenland to the 
whaling grounds of the antarctic, and 
across longitudes from the Azores to 
Japan taking in New Zealand and 
Australia in the Eastern Hemisphere 
and Hawaii and Iceland in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. Among the termin- 
uses of Lago products are names 
made known by war and newspaper 
such as Malta, Cyprus, Newfound- 
land and the Belgian Congo. 

Still other outlets challenge the 
imagination such as the loosely de- 
fined markets known only as At- 
lantic area, or those that are com- 
pletely unknown and are listed in 
that manner. These probably satisfy 
military requirements as do the pro- 
ducts that go into Turkey and Japan, 
to name but two places. 

Lago’s largest product in volume, 
which accounted for over fifty-nine 
per cent of Lago’s 1960 refined pro- 
ducts, was fuel oil. The smallest of 
major products was turbo fuel-kero- 
sene, which accounted for slightly 
more than one per cent of Lago’s 
total 1960 volume. 

In between are Lago’s many other 
refined products which help maintain 
the economy of Aruba while supply- 
ing an important energy source to 
many points of the world. This even 
extends to helicopter pilots flying off 
the decks of whaling factory ships in 
the waters of the antarctic. The heli- 
copters used up 275 barrels of avia- 
tion gas refined at Lago.
